Our  first  priority  has  always  been  to  main- 
tain the  tradition  of  providing  a  wide  variety 
of  the  highest  quality  hand-made  crafts.  This 
year,  there  will  again  be  a  selection  from  an 
exciting  and  attractive  array  of  pottery,  ceram- 
ics, original  clothing,  toys  and  games,  stained 
glass,  musical  instruments,  furniture,  and  pho- 
tography (to  name  a  few  of  the  many  crafts 
available).  There  will,  of  course,  be  many  spe- 
cialty items  to  tantalize  your  gift  purchasing 
fantasies. 

The  best  in  merrymaking,  music  and  mirth 
has  also  been  another  tradition  at  the  KPFA 
Crafts  Fair.  This  year  promises  to  be  no  differ- 


ent. First,  the  entrance  to  the  Fair  will  again 
be  graced  by  the  presence  of  John  Timothy 
atop  his  bright  red  truck,  playing  piano.  Once 
inside,  various  performers  and  entertainers 
will  wander  through  the  crowd:  Wavy  Gravy, 
the  perennial  cosmic  clown,  will  be  on  hand 
to  playfully  amuse;  K.C.  Carr,  a  renaissance 
minstrelman  and  bawdy  songster  will  delight 
with  his  Fiddle  (or  bagpipes  or  banjo  or  tin 
whistle  or. . .);  Sarah  Tomato  will  be  there, 
painting  faces  on  young  and  old  alike;  Lee  the 
balloonman  returns;  and  La  Lune  the  mime 
will  move  about  sprightly  through  the  Fair. 
On  stage,  Leila  T.  Snake,  the  comic  rock- 
ster,  will  fascinate  and  charm,  while  puppet- 


eer  Judy  Strupp  will  humorously  entertain 
with  her  enchanting  characters.  Then  stand  by 
for  "On  the  Air,"  a  whimsical  musical  trio 
who  play  swing  and  pop  tunes  of  the  20's  and 
30's.  KPFA  is  also  fortunate  to  feature  the 
Kronos  String  Quartet,  who  specialize  in  per- 
forming 20th  century  music,  as  well  as  tradi- 
tional pieces.  Other  acts  include  a  belly  dance 
troupe  known  as  Sabah,  and  a  trio  of  Irish 
step  dancers. 

In  addition  to  being  an  exciting  communi- 
ty affair,  the  Crafts  Fair  is  one  of  KPFA's 
most  important  fund-raising  events,  and  is  a 
time  when  artisans,  patrons,  KPFA  staff  and 
friends  can  all  mingle  together.  The  Fair  is 
being  held  the  weekends  of  December  8th  and 
9th  and  15th  and  16th  at  the  UC  Student 
Union.  Doors  open  at  10  am  and  close  at  6 
pm.  Admission  donation  is  $1.50.  Children 
under  12. are  admitted  free.  This  year  we  have 
instituted  special  hours  for  wheelchair  patrons, 
Sundays  from  10  til  11  am.  See  you  there!!

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO! 

Along  with  many  of  you,  I  did  not  get  my  Folio  for  November.  As  I  wrote  last 
month,  we  have  moved  up  our  internal  deadlines  to  solve  the  late  Folio  problem.  Our 
program  staff  and  Folio  department  successfully  adapted  to  the  new  deadlines,  and 
the  Folio  was  ready  to  be  mailed  on  October  25th. 

It  wasn't.  Pacifica  Foundation,  which  owns  KPFA  and  four  other  listener-sponsored 
radio  stations,  introduced  a  new  subscriptions  system  in  October,  and  that  system  has 
bugs  in  it.  It  took  nearly  a  week  to  receive  usable  computer  print-outs  for  mailing  labels, 
and  the  Folios  did  not  get  mailed  until  November  1st.  So  it  wasn't  the  Post  Office's  fault, 
either.  But  the  conversion  did  not  properly  handle  expirations,  and  as  a  result  many  who 
should  have  received  Folios  did  not.  .  .and  some  people  whose  subscriptions  expired  years 
ago  did.   In  addition,  virtually  everyone  was  assigned  an  incorrect  expiration  date,  and 
the  preparation  of  renewal  and  new- pledge  reminders  was  so  confused  that  we  were  un- 
able to  send  out  any  reminders  last  month. 

I'm  sure  you  can  understand  my  distress  when  KPFA  finds  itself  in  a  position  where 
it  fails  to  properly  serve  its  subscribers,  and  cannot  send  out  notices  that  generate  our  in- 
come. I  hope  you  can  also  understand  my  embarrassment  after  stating  in  this  column  last 
month  that  the  Folio  had  been  mailed  on  time,  when  in  fact  it  was  not. 

So  I  am  reluctant  to  make  any  further  promises  except  to  say  that  we're  working  on 
these  problems.  I  do  believe  that  the  Folio  itself  will  be  on  time  to  the  printer's, and  we 
will  see  from  there  what  happens.  .  .1  would,  though,  appreciate  some  help.  The  label  on 
your  Folio  indicates  the  month  that  we  now  think  your  subscription  expires.  If  this  date 
is  incorrect,  let  us  know.  Also,  if  you  did  miss  the  November  Folio,  and  feel  you  should 
have  an  additional  month,  let  us  know  that  too,  and  we'll  extend  you.  If  you  receive  a 
bill  or  renewal  notice  in  the  near  future,  and  if  you  find  anything  wrong  with  it,  do  let 
us  know. 

Obviously,  it  is  in  our  interest  to  quickly  resolve  the  problem.  As  one  listener  wrote: 
"No  Folio  at  all  last  month. .  .listening  to  the  marathon  rap:  'you  never  know  what's  go- 
ing on  without  the  Folio,  etc'  OK,  I  subscribe.  Where's  mine?" 

KPFA  survives  on  voluntary  contributions,  and  we  feel  that  timely  delivery  of  our 
program  guide  is  one  part  of  our  side  of  the  bargain.  I  think,  and  hope,  that  our  new 
subscription  system  has  been  debugged,  and  that  you  received  your  December  Folio  on 
time.  But  if  not,  please  be  patient  just  a  little  while  longer:  we're  doing  everything  we 
can  to  get  it  fogether.

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BIASED  NUCLEAR  COVERAGE 

Dear  Gentlebeings: 

Your  presentation  of  the  nuclear  energy  issue 
seemed  too  biased  to  convince  anyone  except 
those  already  persuaded.  Of  the  portions  I 
heard,  the  worst  indictment  you  came  up  with 
was  that  nuclear  energy  is  an  industry  and  that 
corporations  produce  it.  But  it  is  not  enough 
to  show  that  something  is  an  industry  or  a 
corporation  to  prove  that  it  is  faulty.  This 
you  never  did,  at  least  in  my  hearing. 

I  admit  I  didn't  listen  all  day,  but  I  never 
heard  a  scientific  explanation  of  the  principles 
or  means  of  nuclear  energy  production.  At 
one  point  someone  on  the  anti-nuke  side  said 
the  government  and  industry  showed  contempt 
for  the  intelligence  of  the  public.  I  think  that's 
exactly  what  you  did. 

As  a  further  example,  you  consistently  tried 
to  associate  those  who  favored  the  Vietnam 
Wax  with  those  who  favor  nuclear  energy  and 
show,  therefore,  that  nuclear  energy  is  bad. 
But  a  former  adversary's  favoring  a  position 
does  not  prove  it  wrong  You  must  still  show 
it  is  wrong. 

You  used  the  same  soit  of  reasoning  when 
you  said  that  those  who  favor  nuclear  weapons 
also  favor  nuclear  energy.  So  what?  Nuclear 
weapons  may  be  vile,  but  it  does  not  follow 
that  nuclear  energy  production  is  vile. 

Your  proponents  seemed  inclined  towards 
coal  power  instead  of  nuclear,  but  failed  to 
note  the  filth  caused  by  burning  coal  or  the 
thousands  of  lives  lost  in  mining  accidents.

Which  were  the  real  money-making  programs 
during  the  Marathon?  Another  bit  of  sugges  - 
tion=KPFK  broadcast  a  2  or  3  hour  car  clinic 
program  during  one  of  its  marathons,  and  raked 
in  huge  amounts  by  charging  a  J30.0C  subscrip- 
tion pledge  for  each  car  question.  L.A.  is 
obviously  more  automobile-oriented  than  Nor-

who  can  really  answer  questions.  Hop  Ho! 

Enough  gripes.  Thoroughly  enjoyed  the  month 
of  October.  Enjoyed  radio  drama,  eclectic  old 
music  -  -  (not  knowing  the  origins  of  the  term 
"third  world"  Padraigin's  repeated  relegation 
of  the  Irish  people  there  is  puzzling  to  me.  Pass 
it  on-).  Anyhow,  luck,  love,  strength,  peace, 
perspecacity. . .

The  most  successful  programming  during 
Marathons  has  traditionally  been  'Bach  Day ' 
with  Bill  Sokol,  but  no  one  has  presumed  to 
suggest  (nor  should  they)  that  KPFA  turn  a 
proportionate  amount  of  its  time  over  to 
baroque  music.  This  past  October,  the  most 
successful  day  was  'Music  Among  Friends' 
with  Robbie  Osman  and  live  guests.

The 
recent  decision  to  have  an  Evening  Reading 
(for  better  or  worse)  is  an  example  of  that.

TALKING  FARMWORK  BLUES 


"/  hated  picking  cottom,  all  that  bending  over, 
rve  seen  my  husband  haul  about  ninety-eight 
pounds.  Why  I've  seen  him  go  over  a  hundred 
in  one  sack  and  I've  gone  up  to  seventy -five. 
We  worked  from  sun  up  to  sun  down.  At  night 
I  hurt,  my  back  and  all.  But  my  feelings  hurt 
more  than  anything  else. "

Agriculture  is  the  largest  industry  in  Calif- 
ornia, yet  the  historical  voice  of  its  farmwork- 
ers has  rarely  been  heard.  From  a  vast  collec- 
tion of  interviews  ,  Margo  McBane,  Mary  Wine- 
garden  and  Lynn  Adler  conducted  over  the 
past  six  years,  they  have  created  a  two  part 
radio  series  which  covers  the  history  of  Cali- 
fornia farm  labor  from  1 870  to  the  present 
Part  I  of  that  history  airs  on  Tuesday  Decem- 
ber 4th  from  7-8  pm. 

This  first  one-hour  program  will  cover  the 
Asians  and  the  white  domestic  workers  who 
worked  on  the  farms  from  1870  until  the 
second  World  War.  It  was  difficult  to  locate 
people  who  worked  in  the  very  early  years. 
Most  of  the  interviews  were  conducted  in 
either  Chinese  or  Japanese.  Fortunately, 
the  people  interviewed,  especially  the  Dust 
Bowl  migrants,  were  willing  to  share  their 
stories  despite  the  bitter  feelings  they  have 
towards  their  farmworking  years .  The  pro- 
gram producers  also  appreciated  the  candid 
insights  Farm  Security  Administration  camp 
managers  and  Depression  union  organizers 
had  regarding  the  problems  of  migrant  work- 
ers. 

While  the  problems  faced  by  single  men 
are  examined  in  these  two  programs,  the  pri- 
mary focus  is  on  the  plight  of  women  farm- 
workers once  they  appeared  in  the  fields.  The 
central  issues  covered  include:  job  competi- 
tion along  race  lines,  sex  discrimination  in 
employment  practices,  the  division  of  labor  in 
the  fields  and  packingsheds,  unionization  and 
the  role  of  women  in  labor  organizing,  health 
and  housing  problems,  childcare,  and  the  ef- 
fects of  mechanization  on  employment.  These 
issues  are  examined  in  the  context  of  the  dif- 
ferent racial  groups  which  worked  during  Cal- 
ifornia's farm  labor  history. 

The  second  part  of  the  series,  to  be  aired 
at  a  later  date,  covers  the  historical  involve- 
ment of  Mexicanos  in  California  farm  labor 
history.  An  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  present  • 
lives  of  farmworkers  and  the  problems  they 
face  with  mechanization.

JAZZ  IS  MY  RELIGION: 
Ted  Joans  In  California 

Ted  Joans  is  probably  the  most  important 
American  poet  in  the  world  today.  He  is  well 
known  in  Europe  and  Africa  by  citizens  of  all 
walks  of  life,  and  was  a  prime  mover  of  the 
"Beat  Generation"  in  America    in  the  1950's. 
But  in  America  he  is  little  known  outside  of 
the  small  circle  of  poets  who  dominated  the 
form  since  the  50's. 

Any  artist  or  musician  or  poet  travelling  in 
Africa  or  Europe  is  bound  to  run  across  Ted 
Joans,  or  at  least  his  influence.  He  is  a  living 
legend  who  manages  to  traverse  three  contin- 
ents with  a  minimum  of  funds.  He  is  the  beat 
generation  incarnate  to  many  Africans  and 
Europeans  who  have  no  contact  with  the  North 
Beach  or  Village  contingents.  For  Africans  he 
holds  intact  through  his  personal  experience 


an  entire  tradition  of  contemporary  Afro- Am- 
erican poetry  from  Langston  Hughes  through 
Bob  Kaufman  to  Ishmael  Reed  and  Jayne  Cor- 
tez.  As  a  jazz  activist  Joans  has  worked  with 
many  of  the  most  important  contemporary 
jazz  musicians  and  has  an  encyclopedic  know- 
ledge of  its  roots.  He  was  an  intimate  of  Char- 
lie  "Yardbird"  Parker,  who  was  the  musical 
inspiration  and  role-model  for  the  beat  genera- 
tion and  its  group  of  predecessors,  the  hipsters. 

Joans  is  an  excellent  collagist  whose  works 
are  held  in  many  private  collections.  He  is  able 
to  convey  the  relationship  between  art,  music 
and  poetry  that  made  the  beat  generation  such 
an  important  phenomenon.  His  knowledge  of 
surrealism  and  its  present  day  extensions  comes 
from  a  personal  relationship  with  Andre  Breton 
and  his  own  academic  studies  (he  graduated 
from  Indiana  University  with  a  degree  in  Art) 
as  well  as  his  relationships  with  Franz  Kline, 
Wilhelm  dc  Kooning  and  Bob  Thompson,  and 
other  abstract  expressionists. 

It  is  impossible  to  list  areas  of  his  expertise 
and  involvement  in  poetry.  It  is  a  wonder  that 
he  is  not  more  recognized,  but  it  is  also  quite 
apparent  that  this  lack  of  recognition  is  due  to 
change. 

Joans  has  this  to  say  about  himself: 
"I  was  born  on  a  Missippi  River  boat,  where 
jazz  orchestras  played.  My  parents  were  em- 
ployed on  various  riverboats  that  plowed  up 
and  down  the  Mississippi  arid  Ohio  rivers.  Be- 
fore I  was  five  years  old,  I  had  made  more  than 
twenty  trips  from  New  Orleans  to  Cincinnati 
My  father  was  often  the  Master  of  Ceremonies 
on  these  floating  'Jazz  and  Gambling  Night- 
clubs.' Perhaps  my  gift  for  lecturing  and  en- 
thusiasm for  travelling  came  from  this  early  ex- 
posure. Having  been  befriended  by  poetic  nota- 
bles such  as  Jack  Kerouac,  Langston  Hughes  and 
Allen  Ginsberg  during  the  1950's,  caused  me  to 
divorce  my  fulltime  from  painting  and  to  de* 
vote  my  life  to  poetry  and  jazz.  The  latter  art  I 
saw  as  a  religious  quest  To  teach  jazz  through 
poetry  and  lectures.    I  once  blew  trumpet,  but 
not  enough  to  be  an  excellent  musician.  Poetry 
was  my  natural  instrument,  and  that  was  height- 
ened by  my  ability  to  orally  deliver  my  poems. 
Jazz  is  the  basis  of  all  my  poetry,  thus  it  has 
been  rather  easy  for  me  to  communicate  with 
people  of  other  cultures. 

"Jazz  is  an  international  music,  America's 
powerful  Black  gift  to  the  world.  I  carry  this 
message  wherever  I  go.  1  work  with  jazz  re- 
cordings and  often  photo  slides.  I  have  read  my 
poems  in  more  than  thirty  independent  coun- 
tries in  Africa  and  have  been  invited  back. . ."

Ted  Joans. 


After  many  invitations  from  Ferlinghetti, 
Duncan,  LeMantia  and  others,  Ted  Joans  came 
to  San  Francisco  for  the  first  time  in  his  50 
years  this  summer. 

Arfiving  in  North  Beach,  the  first  person 
he  saw  was  Bob  Kaufman.  They  had  not  seen 
eachother  in  twenty  years.  Joans  said  that  he 
did  not  recognize  the  figure  approaching  him 
until  he  looked  in  his  eyes.  He  stopped  the 
man  and  said,  "Bob  Kaufman."  Kaufman 
looked  and  said  "Ted  Joans."  They  regarded 
each  other  for  a  moment  and  then  Kaufman 
said,  "Are  you  going  to  read?"  Joans  said 
"Yeah,  I  don't  know  where  yet,  though." 
Kaufman  said,  "I'll  be  there,  make  sure  they 
put  up  lots  of  pesters." 

Ted  Joans  read  for  the  first  time  in  San 
Francisco  at  City  Lights  and  was  introduced 
by  Kaufman  (who  neverintroduces  any  poet, 
let  alone  talk  to  any  of  his  admirers).  Joans 
also  read  with  Phillip  LeMantia  and  others  at 
a  tribute  to  Charlie  Parker  on  the  saxophonist's 
birthday,  August  29th.  Joans'  final  appear- 
ance was  a  lecture  at  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Institute.  Portions  of  that  lecture,  along  with 
cafe  conversations  and  an  interview  will  be 
broadcast  from  1 1  am  to  1  pm  on  Monday 
December  10th. 

'Ted  Joans'  works  include:  All  of  Ted  Joans 
A  No  More  published  in  1959,  and  reprinted 
through  1962  (and  now  a  collectors'  item); 
Black  Pow  Wow,  1969  and  Afrodisia,  1970, 
both  from  Hill  and  Wang,  New  York,  and  the 
recent  Piranah  from  Blitzlieb  Poems,  Hamburg 
1979.  Joans  is  featured  in  The  Hipsters,  Cor- 
inth Books,  New  York,  1961,  a  pictorial  ex- 
cursion through  the  beats  of  New  York's 
Greenwich  Village  which  includes  text  most- 
ly from  the  hipsters  themselves.  Joans  is 
widely  anthologized  on  three  continents  and 
frequently  contributes  to  periodicals  in  Afri- 
ca, Europe  and  America.

SONGS  OF  BERTOLT  BRECHT 

He  was  an  angry  young  man,  writing  poet- 
ry, playing  guitar,  and  singing  songs  in  bars. 
One  day,  he  watched  police  shoot  into  a  dem- 
onstration of  workers,  and  began  to  recognize 
the  sources  of  his  anger.  The  marchers  had 
been  protesting  low  wages  and  inflation,  and 
he  was  unable  to  accept  the  government's 
explanation  that  these  conditions  were  un- 
changeable. He  became  a  Marxist,  feeling  that 
it  was  the  only  system  of  thought  which  ex- 
plained the  reasons  for  inequality  and  give  in- 
itiatives that  could  lead  out  of  them. 

But  Bertolt  Brecht  never  became  a  Marxist 
in  the  narrow  definition  of  economics,  nor 
did  he  join  a  party.  He  did,  however,  write 
one  of  the  most  exciting  books  on  capitalist 
economics,  the  Threepenny  Novel,  about  the 
battle  between  beggar  king  Peachurh  and  the

thief  and  banker  Maceath  -  the  very  Mack  the 
Knife  from  his  Threepenny  Opera. 

Born  in  Bavaria  in  1 898,  Brecht  was  in  his 
teens  when  the  First  World  War  began.  After 
spending  two  years  as  a  draftee,  he  lived  in 
Berlin  for  most  of  the  nineteen  twenties.  It 
was  a  place  of  great  cultural  activity,  the 
time  of  expressionism,  the  'gay  twenties,' 
despite  terrible  post-war  poverty  and  slowly 
rising  fascism.  Brecht  became  part  of  the 
radical  wing  within  the  left  movements,  and 
was  friends  with  cultural  critic  Walter  Benja- 
min and  philosopher  Karl  Korsch  (who  was 
expelled  from  the  communist  party  for  'left- 
wing  deviation.' 

Although  he  wrote  another  play  on  eco- 
nomics (Saint  Joan  of  the  Stockyards  which 
places  the  historical  Joan  of  Arc  in  the  stock- 
yards of  Chicago  during  the  depression,  mak- 
ing her  a  Salvation  Army  singer),  Brecht 
turned  his  attention  to  questions  of  culture, 
science,  and  the  role  of  intellectuals  in  poli- 
tics. He  became  a  close  observer  of  everyday 
events,  and  his  whole  very  prolific  work  be- 
came a  commentary  on  the  historic  events  of 
his  lifetime.  The  new  medium  of  radio  in- 
trigued him,  and  when  Charles  Lindburgh 
crossed  the  ocean,  Brecht  wrote  a  play  for 
radio  about  the  flight.  He  wrote  about  racism 
in  The  Roundheads  and  the  Peakheads,  about 
the  abusement  of  scientific  discoveries  as  in 
Tfie  Oppenheimer  Case  or  scientific  discover- 
ies suppressed  by  the  ruling  ideology  as  in 
Galileo,  and  became  one  of  the  strongest  anti- 
fascists in  Germany. 

He  also  became  one  of  the  first  who  had 
to  leave  the  country.  He  came  to  Denmark  in 
1933,  and  eventually  ended  up  in  Hollywood. 
He  tried  in  vain  to  get  work  in  the  film  indus- 
try, refusing  to  compromise  in  order  to  sell 
scripts,  and  spent  his  years  in  exile  writing  and 
calling  for  resistance  against  fascism  long  be- 
fore it  was  internationally  recognized  as  the  dan- 
ger it  had  become. 

But  he  had  now  become  a  writer  without  an 
audience,  and  eventually  became  a  political 
outcast  in  this  country  as  well.  In  1 947,  he 
was  called  before  the  House  UnAmerican 
Activities  Committee  and  was  forced  to  leave 
again,  changing  countries  like  shoes  as  he  said. 
After  the  end  of  the  war  and  the  division  of 
Germany,  Brecht  moved  to  the  eastern  part 
where  he  was  given  a  theater  and  the  first  op- 
portunity since  the  twenties  to  stage  some  of 
the  many  plays  he  had  written  in  exile.  How- 
ever, in  West  Germany  his  plays  were  again 
banned  from  theaters  and  textbooks,  and  the 
reason  was  the  same  as  before:  Brecht  was  a 
communist. 

It  is  ironic  that  Brecht,  who  did  not  write 
for  the  typical  theatergoer-as-consumer,  but 
for  audiences  of  people  actively  engaged  in 
social  change,  was  deprived  of  an  audience  of 
any  sort  for  so  long.  It  is  almost  as  if  the 
fascists  had  won  a  victory  that  lasted  thirty 
years  btyond  their  own  downfall,  liven  to- 
day, few  people  know  of  him,  or  know  of 
any  of  his  works  beyond  the  more  popular 
sections  of  Threepenny  Opera. 

But  despite  his  small  audience,  Brecht's 
works  survived.  Rebels  knew  Brecht,  and 
those  of  his  books  that  escaped  the  burnings 
were  read  in  secret,  and  his  songs  found  their 
way  into  the  trenches  of  the  Spanish  Civil 
War. 

Ina  Wittich.  a  singer  from  West  Berlin,  has 
put  together  a  program  that,  without  excluding 
popular  Brecht  tunes  like  Pirate  Jenny,  draws 
from  that  secret  stash  of  unknown  songs. 
Many  of  them  were  written  in  collaboration 
with  Hanns  Eisler,  a  pupil  of  Arnold  Schoen- 
berg. 

Ina's  program  of  songs,  recorded  by  KPFA's 
Radio  Arts  Department  at  fort  Mason,  re- 
flects the  stages  of  Brecht's  life  from  the  ex- 
pressionism of  the  twenties  to  Ms  fighl  against 
Nazism,  to  exile  and  his  return  to  Berlin.  It 
includes,  among  other  songs,  the  song  Of  a  poor 
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woman  who  cannot  get  an  abortion,  the  Soli- 
darity Song,  Hollywood  Elegy,  Surabaya  John- 
ny from  Happy  End,  and  In  Praise  of  Study 
from  his  play  The  Mother:  "Study  the  simple 
things,  for  those  who'se  time  has  come  it  will 
never  be  too  late.  Study  you  there  in  hiding, 
study  man  in  prison,  study  woman  in  the  kit- 
chen, study  sixty  year  old. .  .you  there  with- 
out a  roof  hunt  up  a  book,  for  ft  is  a  weapon. 
You  have  to  take  over  the  leadership.  Don't 
be  afraid  to  ask  questions,  what  you  don't 
know  yourself  you  don't  know.  Check  the  bill 
you  have  to  pay  it,  put  your  finger  on  every 
item,  ask  how  it  got  here.  .  ."

REXROTH  ON  KPFA 


Cm  Monday  December  10th  at  8:00  pm, 
the  Radio  Arts  Department  will  present  Ken- 
neth Rex  roth  in  concert,  recorded  last  August 
at  the  Unitarian  Church  in  San  Francisco. 
Rejrfoth  is  accompanied  by  traditional  Japan- 
ese music  played  by  Peter  I-ong  on  Sh.ikahashi, 
a  simple  bamboo  flute  which  is  extremely  dif- 
ficult to  play,  and  Jenny  Toriumi  on  Koto,  a 
1 3  stringed  harp-like  instrument 

Rexroth,  who  will  turn  74  this  month,  was 
the  progenitor  of  the  beat  poets  -  Allen  Gins- 
berg, Lawrence  FerlinghettL  Gary  Snyder. 
Philip  Whalen,  Michael  McClure,  and  others  - 
who  produced  the  fabled  San  Francisco  re- 
naissance during  the  fifties.  San  Francisco 
poet  Brother  Antoninus  (William  Everson) 
remembers  Rexroth  as  "the  acknowledged 
leader  of  the  new  literary  ferment"  on  the 
West  Coast. 

Kenneth  Rexroth's  influence  on  American 
poetry  extends  back  into  the  thirties,  when 
he  was  associated  with  the  "Objectivist" 
movement,  and  included  in  Louis  Zukofsky's 
Objectivist  Anthology  (1931).  But  Rexroth 
always  rejected  the  usefulness  of  such  cate- 
gorical terms,  and  in  fact  he  insists  that  a 
more  accurate  account  of  his  work  would  link 
him  to  the  I  ma  gists,  an  earlier  literary  move- 
ment. In  an  essay  in  his  collection  Assays 
(1962),  he  wrote  "Imagism  was  a  revolt  against 
rhetoric  and  symbolism  in  poetry,  a  return  to 
direct  statement,  simple  clear  images,  unpre- 
tentious themes,  fidelity  to  Objectively  veri- 
fiable experience,  strict  avoidance  of  senti- 
mentality." This  is,  in  short,  what  Rexroth 
believes  any  good  poem  must  do.  This  pro- 
gramme was  distinctly  influenced  by  his  trans- 
lations from  Japanese  and  Chinese  poetTy,  of 
which  he  is  among  America's  foremost  transla- 
tors. Rexroth  himself  has  written  some  of  this 
country's  finest  nature  poetry,  continuing  the 
tradition  of  California  bohemians  like  Joaquin 
Miller  and  Robinson  Jeffers. 

However,  Rexroth  is  not  solely  a  nature 
poet.  He  had  planned  to  be  a  painter  and  some 
of  his  earlier  poems  have  much  in  common 
with  cubism  and  other  avant  garde  develop- 
ments in  European  art.  While  studying  painting 
in  Chicago,  he  became  interested  in  jazz.  While 
living  in  Chicago  in  the  20's,  he  opened  a  club 
called  "The  Green  Mask"  where  poets,  inclu- 
ding himself  and  Langston  Hughes,  could  read 
their  poems  to  jazz  accompaniment.  He  moved 
to  California  in  1927,  where  lie  became  a  poli- 
tical activist.  He  organized  maritime  labor 
the  thirties  and  wrote  The  Waterfront  Worker, 
a  mimeographed  newsletter.  Mis  first  major 
collection  of  poetry,  //;  What  Hour,  was  pub- 
lished in  1940.  Rexroth  was  a  conscientious 
objector  to  World  War  II.  and  after  the  war 
ended  joined  an  anarchist  circle  in  San  Francis- 
co -  a  circle  which  included  Lewis  Hill,  the 
founder  of  Pacifiea.  Rexroth  became  one  of 
KPFA's  most  vitriolic  personalities  during 


the  fifties,  when  he  did  regular  programming, 
including  reviews  of  science  fiction  novels, 
the  first  broadcasts  of  that  kind. 

Besides  being  a  poet  and  prolific  translator 
of  not  only  Japanese  and  Chinese,  but  also 
Greek,  Latin,  Spanish  poetry,  Rexroth  is  a 
widely  read  essayist  who  was  the  first  to  draw 
attention  to  the  vital  literary  scene  had  sprung 
up  around  the  Bay  after  the  end  of  the  Se- 
cond World  War.  In  light  of  history,  Rexroth's 
contribution  to  American  letters  has  been  in- 
estimable. 

Last  year,  KPFA  aired  his  autobiography 
over  a  several  month  period,  and  though  he 
now  lives  in  Santa  Barbara,  Kenneth  Rexroth's 
presence  remains  here  at  KPFA,  as  well  as 
where  poets  gather  to  celebrate  the  language 
he  continues  to  honor  with  his  cantankerous 
devotion.

DREPENBA  MANZIRA: 
Music  from  Alkebulan  &  The 
Reggae  Experience 


"His  voice  makes  you  smile,"  commented 
one  listener.  "What  does  he  look  like?"  in- 
quired another.  Both  were  referring  to  a  rela- 
tively new  KPFA  personality,  Drepenba  Man- 
zira,  who  hosts  the  program  'Music  from  AI- 
kebu-Lan'on  Mondays  from  3-5  pm  and 
The  Reggae  Experience'  every  Wednesday,  al- 
so from  3-5  pm. 

His  Monday  program  takes  one  on  a  musi- 
cal safari  through  the  continent  of  Alkebu- 
Lan,  more  commonly  known  as  Africa.  It  was 
DTepenba  who  introduced  that  name  to  KPFA 
as  one  of  the  original  names  given  Africa  be- 
fore colonial  intervention.  Listeners  immedi- 
ately challenged  his  claim  to  this  nomencla- 
ture, and  he  adeptly  referred  them  to  the  re- 
search of  Dr.  Ben  Johanon  and  Chancellor 
Williams  to  prove  his  point.  His  visit  to  Kenya 
and  Ethiopia  this  summer  provides  much  of 
the  material  for  the  program,  which  includes 
previously  unrecorded  music,  interviews,  and 
some  of  Drepcnba's  personal  insight  drawn 
from  his  experiences  there. 

'The  Reggae  Experience'  has  been  a  child 
of  the  extended  family  of  Third  World  pro- 
grammers at  KPFA.  Drepenba  is  its  fourth 
producer. 

Drepenba  was  an  extremely  successful  fund 
raiser  during  the  recent  marathon.  His  solicita- 
tions were  short  and  sweet,  and  listeners  re- 
sponded to  his  voice. 

Born  Wiley  Drake,  Jr.  in  Chicago  on  April 
15,  1 951,  he  was  the  only  child  of  Gracie  and 
Wiley  Drake,  Sr.  At  the  age  of  two,  he  and  his 
parents  moved  west  to  the  Bay  Area.  He  at- 
tended Berkeley  schools,  and  although  he  did 
well  academically,  he  reflects  that  his  conduct 
was  less  than  exemplary.  Although  this  isn't 
an  uncommon  .  trend  among  children,  for  Dre- 
penba there  was  an  acute  conflict  of  interest 
In  1956,  his  family  had  become  active  mem- 
bers of  the  church  of  Jehovah's  Witnesses,  and 
it  was  this  religious  and  social  expression  that 
provided  the  mold  for  Drepenba's  early  life. 
He  participated  in  all  church  functions,  and 
advocated  its  beliefs,  selling  "Watchtowers" 
from  door  to  door,  trying  to  recruit  religious 
comrades. 

As  the  fervor  of  the  60's  gained  momentum, 
Drepenba  began  to  challenge  the  pacifism  of 
Jehovah's  Witnesses,  and  the  naivete  it  pro- 
duced, particularly  among  black  people.  He 
saw  it  as  another  tool  of  repression  and  recalls 
that  when  brothers  were  preaching  revolution, 
he  could  never  refute  them.  Nonetheless,  he 
remained  a  Witness.  He  had  been  married  right 
after  high  school  and  h?d  a  daughter.  Nicole. 
It  seems  he  felt  some  sort  of  moral  obligation 
to  the  auspices  of  his  religion. 

In  1974,  however,  he  broke  all  ties.  He  and 


his  wife  separated  and  his  membership  in  the 
religion  ceased.  "I  spent  alot  of  time  alone  dur- 
ing that  period,"  he  recalls,  "I  used  to  stay 
home  and  play  sad  music  just  to  vent  my  emo- 
tional frustrations.  But  then  one  day,"  he  con- 
tinues; "I  met  myself  and  we  shook  hands  and 
we've  been  moving  along  ever  since." 

The  momentum  of  this  movement  has  taken 
Drapenba  to  many  different  levels.  Always  an 
avid  music  lover,  he  often  goes  into  record 
stores  to  browse  for  hours,  studying  artists, 
reading  jacket  covers,  and  absorbing  whatever 
is  being  played  at  the  time.  His  present  album 
collection  reflects  a  wide  range  of  sounds  from 
Miles  Davis  to  Teddy  Pendergrass  with  lots  of 
Bob  Marley  and  other  artists  such  as  Joni  Mitch- 
ell and  Joan  Armatrading  in  between. 

He  spent  a  year  in  Los  Angeles  earning  a 
living  by  producing  sound  tracks  for  parties 
and  other  functions.  Not  too  long  after  re- 
turning to  the  Bay  Area,  he  met  Jah  Scotty, 
his  predecessor  on  "The  Reggae  Experience,' 
who  invited  him  up  to  KPFA  and  taught  him 
how  to  engineer  the  controls.  He  began  to  fill 
in  from  time  to  time.  From  there,  he  joined  a 
Public  Affairs  workshop  at  the  station.  When 
he  met  Bari  Scott,  he  recalls  that  "something 
clicked  and  we  go  along." 

He  strongly  believes  that  Third  World  pro- 
grams should  be  syndicated  so  that  audiences 
from  other  stations  should  share  the  talent 
which  exists  here  at  KPFA.  He  feels  that  Third 
World  Department  programs  should  be  institu- 
tionalized at  KPFA  with  many  different  pro- 
ducers filling  in  and  leding  their  own  personal- 
ities to  the  already  established  format. 

Drepenba  attends  Merrit  College  in  Oak- 
land, where  he  is  a  full-time  student  majoring 
in  Political  Science,  He  questions  the  validity 
of  earning  a  degree  and  contends  that  the  most 
important  thing  is  that  he  learns  how  to  sur- 
vive in  a  society  "which  is  on  a  collision  course, 
putting  itself  above  nature."  He  toys  with  the 
idea  of  becoming  lawyer,  but  recognizes  that 
it  may  be  more  realistic  to  study  electronics 
and  obtain  a  first  class  radio  license. 

Woven  through  all  of  his  dreams  and  ambi- 
tions is  always  the  African  spirit  calling  him 
home.  His  perspective  on  life  is  an  "African 
one"  and  he  tries  to  live  in  harmony  with  na- 
ture, accepting  her  laws  and  acting  according- 
ly. One  of  the  most  profoundt experiences 
of  his  lifetime  came  when  he  and  his  lady,  Fa- 
bayo  backpacked  through  East  Africa,  finding 
love  and  warmth  wherever  they  went 

Wiley  Drake  Jr.  became  Drepenba  Manzira 
on  the  third  day  of  the  Kwanza  celebration  last 
December  1978.  Changing  his  name  was 
another  step  toward  regaining  his  African  heri- 
tage. And  for  a  man  constantly  searching  for 
the  truth,  his  name  seems  most  fitting:  "1  will 
not  forget  the  ways  and  paths  of  my  people." 
Those  at  KPFA  who  have  had  the  chance  to 
work  with  Drepenba  will  certainly  never  for- 
get him.

1979  Holland  Festival. 
Charles  Koechlin:  Le  Livre  de  la  Jungle. 
An  event  of  major  importance  in  the  1 979 
Holland  Festival  was  the  concert,  given  on 
June  22  in  Rotterdam's  Doelen  Concert  Hall 
by  the  Rotterdam  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
under  its  conductor  David  Zinman.  The  even- 
ing's program  consisted  of  a  complete  perfor- 
mance of  Le  Livre  de  la  Jungle,  by  French 
composer  Charles  Koechlin.  Based  on  the 
Jungle  Book  writings  by  Rudyard  Kipling,  Le 
Livre  can  be  said  to  be  Koechlin's  life  work 
condensed  into  some  80  minutes  of  music. 
The  music  was  written  between  1899  and 
1940  with  the  composer  constantly  refining 
and  revising  his  score,  which  is  formed  in  7 
sections:  Berceuse  Phoque,  Chanson  de  Nuit 
dans  la  Jungle,  Le  Chant  de  Kala-Nag,  La 
Course  de  Printemps,  Le  Meditation  de  Purun 
Bhagat,  La  Loi  de  la  Jungle,  and  Les  Bander-

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Once  every  twenty  years,  the  World  Administrative  Radio  Conference  (WARC)  meets 
to  divide  the  use  of  the  electronic  spectrum  among  the  nations  of  the  world.  This  meet- 
ing, which  is  now  underway  in  Geneva,  is  going  to  have  a  big  impact  on  broadcasting  and 
communications  throughout  the  world  for  the  rest  of  this  century. 

WARC,  however,  is  in  reality  neither  administrative.nor  a  mere  conference  that  deals 
with  radio.  It  is  highly  political,  pitting  the  industrialized  nations  and  the  multi-national 
corporations  against  the  developing  nations  of  the  Third  World  and  the  interests  of  con- 
sumers. 

Our  own  history  shows  how  technology  has  a  major  impact  on  broadcasting.  When 
Lou  Hill  founded  KPFA  in  1 949,  he  applied  for  an  AM  radio  license.  By  then,  there  was 
only  room  for  one  more  station  on  the  AM  band  in  the  San  Francisco  area,  and  the  FCC 
gave  the  license  to  someone  else.  KPFA  was  started  on  the  FM  band,  which  in  those 
days  was  being  used  only  for  classroom  educational  broadcasts.  The  station  had  to  sell 
FM  receivers  with  subscriptions  in  order  that  its  early  supporters  could  hear  it.  This,  ob- 
viously, slowed  the  station's  growth  and  self-sufficiency. 

Like  the  AM  band  of  thirty  years  ago,  the  world-wide  set  of  frequencies  is  filled  up. 
This  set  of  frequencies,  over  which  communications  can  be  sent,  is  referred  to  as  the 
electronic  "spectrum."  If  the  United  States  allows  FM  stations  to  broadcast  on  frequen- 
cies from  88  to  108  megahertz,  then  Canada  cannot  send  signals  to  its  satellites  on  the 
same  frequencies  without  causing  serious  interference.  Since  interference  must  be  avoid- 
ed, and  since  electronic  transmission  only  works  over  a  limited  range  of  frequencies, 
the  broadcast  spectrum  is,  in  fact,a  limited  resource. 

As  with  oil,  the  developed  nations  have  used  the  spectrum  as  if  it  was  unlimited,  and 
as  if  no-one  else  needed  it.  At  the  WARC,  it  has  become  clear  that  they  still  want  to. 
But  the  developing  nations  of  the  Third  World  see  this  as  a  form  of  neo-colonialism. 
The  conflict  has  come  into  sharp  focus  around  assignment  of  the  remaining  frequencies. 

The  new  satellite  technology  presents  the  same  problem.  Satellites  are  revolutionizing 
communications  and  broadcasting  due  to  their  low  cost  and  reliable  signal.  All  commu- 
nications satellites  must  orbit  over  the  equator  and  they  must  be  far  enough  apart  to 
avoid  interference.  This  puts  a  strict  limit  on  their  number. 

The  nations  of  the  Third  World  feel  that  their  ability  to  develop  their  own  broadcast- 
ing and  communications  systems  is  crucial  to  their  economic  and  cultural  independence. 
At  WARC,  they  are  insisting  that  frequencies  and  satellite  slots  (places  over  the  equator) 
should  be  reserved  for  them,  to  become  available  as  the  nations  become  economically 
and  technologically  able  to  use  them.  The  developing  nations  and  the  multi-nationals 
oppose  this  system  of  reservations.  They  argue  that  setting  aside  a  set  of  frequencies  for 
Angola,  for  example,  which  may  not  be  ready  to  use  them  for  ten  years,  is  "wasteful 
of  the  spectrum."  Better  they  should  be  given  to  an  American  or  Soviet  project  (Yes, 
the  U.S.  and  the  Soviet  Union  are  lined  up  together  on  this  one). 

The  problem  with  the  multi-nationals'  approach  is  that  by  the  time  Angola  is  ready 
to  set  up  a  cheap  and  reliable  communications  system  via  satellite,  there  will  be  no 
more  slots  or  frequencies  left.  It  will  then  have  to  hire  a  multi-national  company,  such 
as  ITT,  to  provide  those  communications. 

WARC  is  also  faced  with  other  technical  issues,  which  are  really  very  political  issues. 
Should  satellites  broadcast  on  high  power  or  low  power?  Low  power  means  that  anten- 
na systems  costing  at  least  $1 00,000  are  needed  to  use  the  satellite.  Only  large  nations 
and  major  corporations  can  install  and  maintain  such  systems.  A  high  power  satellite 
can  be  received  with  a  small  antenna  that  costs  as  little  as  $1 50.  Towns,  villages,  and 
individuals  would  be  able  to  receive  broadcasts  and  communications  from  these,  with- 
out the  need  to  depend  on  large  communications  companies.  Consumer  groups  and 
Third  World  delegates  are  insisting  that  such  user-oriented  technology  must  be  allowed 
to  develop. 

The  current  WARC  in  Geneva  reflects  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  world 
during  the  last  twenty  years.  In  1950,  at  the  last  conference,  there  were  fifty  eight  dia> 
tions  represented,  and  a  modest  number  of  delegates.  The  issues  were  dealt  with  in  large- 
ly technical  terms.  The  current  conference  is  struggling  to  cope  with  over  a  hundred 
member  nations  and  5000  delegates.  It  began  with  a  two  week  dispute  about  who 
would  chair  the  conference  (resolved  by  the  election  of  the  head  of  the  Argentinian 
delegation.)  The  key  issues  here,  of  course,  are  not  technical  but 
controls  the  communications  and  broadcasting  institutions  in  emerging  nations,  and  on 
questions  of  access  to  the  new  technologies  without  reliance  on  the  multi-nationals. 

Pacifica  was  founded  in  the  belief  that  communications  systems  must  be  rooted  to 
the  people  and  communities  they  serve.  At  its  last  meeting,  the  Pacifica  National 
Board  urged  the  U.S.  delegation  to  support  those  policies  that  would  protect  and 
meet  the  needs  of  the  developing  nations.  It  also  called  on  the  delegation  to  support 
the  development  of  community-scale  and  user-oriented  technologies  throughout  the 
world  (For  the  full  text  of  the  Pacifica  resolution,  write  to  the  Communications  Policy 
Committee  in  care  of  the  National  Office  in  Los  Angeles).

Lemon  Ai 

Holiday 
Shopping

Christmas  is  on  its  way  and  with  it  the  frenzied  shopping  for  presents.  I  must  con- 
fess that  now  is  the  time  I  throw  caution  to  the  wind  as  I  skitter  along  trying  to  accum- 
ulate my  bag  of  gifts  in  the  shortest  amount  of  time  possible.  But  in  the  process,  more 
than  a  few  pieces  of  junk  get  purchased  and  for  which  I  have  trouble  getting  refunds.  So 
in  the  spirit  of  the  season  here  are  a  few  low-keyed  tips  to  help  with  your  purchases: 

1)  Shop  at  stores  where  you  have  received  good  service  in  the  past.  Remember  the 
small  shops  that  open  for  the  holiday  season  whon't  be  there  in  January  if  you  have  a 
complaint. 

2)  Check  the  warranty  very  carefully  for  any  appliance  you  buy.  Check  to  see  where 
repairs  under  the  warranty  are  made.  Is  it  local,  or  will  your  friend  or  relative  have  to 
ship  it  across  the  country?  Local  operations  are  more  convenient  and  easier  to  put  pres- 
sure on.  Make  sure  you  keep  the  sales  slip  in  a  safe  place  in  case  it  is  needed. 

3)  Explain  to  the  salesperson  that  you  are  buying  a  gift  and  find  out  what  the  store's 
policy  is  if  the  item  doesn't  fit  or  work  properly.  Will  they  take  it  back  with  no  ques- 
tions asked?  Do  they  give  cash  refunds  or  just  a  credit  slip  to  be  used  in  their  store? 

4)  If  the  salesperson  makes  any  promise  about  returns,  warranty,  or  how  a  product 
will  perform,  make  sure  you  get  it  in  writing.  Temporary  sales  help  will  not  be  around 
if  any  problems  happen  after  New  Years  Day. 

5)  If  you  have  ordered  through  the  mail,  good  luck!  If  the  ad  or  brochure  says  that 
your  order  will  be  rushed  to  you  within  a  set  number  of  days,  then  your  order  must  be 
shipped  within  that  time.  Otherwise,  the  company  has  30  days  in  which  to  send  it. 
Make  sure  you  kept  good  records  of  what  you  ordered,  the  address  of  the  company  and 
the  ad  or  brochure  itself  so  you  can  compare  the  gift  with  the  promises. 

6)  If  you  want  to  avoid  mass  produced  goods,  try  individually  crafted  presents.  But 
be  cautious.  Rarely  are  the  goods  covered  by  any  governmental  regulations  or  protec- 
tions. Also,  many  of  the  crafts  people  only  set  up  shop  during  the  holiday  season,  so 
guarantees  or  offers  to  exchange  often  have  little  meaning.  Check  for  hidden  defects; 
sharp  edges  on  toys;  lead-free  glazes  on  items  bought  for  cooking;  washing  instructions 
on  clothes.  For  added  safety,  use  a  charge  card  or  check  rather  than  cash  to  increase 
your  leverage  in  case  of  problems.  Get  the  phone  number  and  address  of  the  crafts  per- 
son. When  possible,  shop  at  a  crafts  fair.  The  sellers  are  usually  screened  and  their  phone 
numbers  and  addresses  are  on  file. 

7)  Think  twice  before  giving  a  pet  to  a  child.  My  experience  has  been  that  the  excite- 
ment and  enthusiasm  voiced  by  a  child  trying  to  convince  you  to  buy  a  this  or  a  that 
very  often  wears  off  quickly  as  the  reality  of  feeding  and  cleaning  sets  in.  When  buying 
a  dog  or  a  cat  make  sure  the  animal  has  had  a  physical  and  is  current  on  all  shots.  Some 
shelters  do  little  if  anything  to  ensure  that  your  future  pet  is  healthy.  Food  and  medical 
care  has  zoomed  in  price  in  the  last  couple  of  years.  If  you  have  any  doubts  at  all,  stick 
to  goldfish. 

And,  of  course,  you  want  a  tree  to  drop  needles  on  your  nicely  wrapped  presents. 
If  at  all  possible,  cut  your  own  so  you  will  be  sure  it  is  fresh.  If  you  must  go  to  a  lot, 
shop  in  the  daytime  when  you  can  make  sure  the  tree  is«not  losing  its  needles.  Cut  off 
an  inch  or  so  from  the  base  to  increase  the  water  that  can  be  absorbed.  Always  keep  the 
tree  in  water.  Make  sure  your  lights  are  UL  approved.

Legal  Briefs: 


Atomic 
Secrets

In  legal  jargon,  a  "parade  of  horribles"  is  a 
list  of  the  dire  consequences,  real  or  imagined, 
of  a  particular  act  or  policy.  Skillful  use  of  a 
parade  of  horribles  can  make  for  effective, 
though  possibly  misleading,  argument:  by  em- 
phasizing the  possible  dangers,  one  can  obscure 
or  even  obliterate  the  real  merits  of  the  case. 
In  its  recent  attempts  to  prohibit  publication 
of  articles  on  the  design  and  operation  of  the 
hydrogen  bomb,  the  Carter  Administration 
has  raised  the  parade  of  horribles  to  a  new  art 
form.  Or,  more  accurately,  it  has  updated 
Hans  Christian  Anderson's  classic  art  form, 
with  its  own  version  of  "The  Emperor's  New 
Atomic  Secrets." 

The  recent  events  began  innocently  enough. 
In  the  early  part  of  this  year,  a  small  Milwau- 
kee journal,  The  Progressive,  made  plans  to 
publish  an  article  by  freelance  author  Howard 
Morland  entitled,  "The  H-Bomb  Secret:  How 
We  Got  It,  Why  We're  Telling  It"  Morland 
sought  to  demonstrate  the  ineffectiveness  and 
arbitrariness  of  the  government's  classification 
system  by  describing  the  "secret"  of  the  H- 
bomb  -  -  which  he  had  garnered  totally  from 
public  sources.  On  March  9,  before  the  article 
was  published,  the  Justice  Department  asked 
a  federal  judge  to  restrain  the  Progressive  from 
printing  Morland's  article.  It  claimed  that  pub- 
lication of  the  H-bomb  "secret"  would  make 
nuclear  weaponry  available  to  non-nuclear  na- 
tions, and  to  terrorists  and  other  radical  groups, 
as  well  as  jeopardizing  the  SALT  talks.  It  ad- 
mitted that  the  technical  information  in  the 
article  was  available  to  the  public,  but  claimed 
that  the  Morland  article  brought  disparate 
pieces  of  data  together  in  a  new  way,  revealing 
the  "secret"  to  the  entire  world.  The  Justice 
Department  did  not  explain  how  Morland,  a 
layman,  had  been  able  to  divine  the  nuclear 
"secret"  which  had  evaded  so  many  others,  or 
why  his  synthesis  was  so  dangerous  to  world 
peace. 

The  judge,  for  his  part,  was  something  less 
than  a  steadfast  guardian  of  First  Amendment 
freedoms.  He  was  impressed  by  the  govern- 
ment's calamitous  claims  and  blind  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  nothing  secret  about  the  H-bomb 
"secret."  He  issued  a  restraining  order  and  la- 
ter an  injunction,  the  first  lengthy  restraint  on 
publication  ever  issued  against  the  American 
press. 

On  August  27,  Charles  Hansen,  a  computer 
programmer  interested  in  atomic  weapons, 
wrote  an  1 8  page  letter  to  Senator  Charles  Per- 
cy, criticizing  the  government's  classification 
of  information  on  nuclear  weapons  on  the 
grounds  of  national  security,  and  its  handling 
of  the  Progessive  case.  The  letter  described  in 
some  detail  the  design  and  operation  of  the 
hydrogen  tjpmb.  Like  Morland's  article,  Han- 
sen's letter  was  based  entirely  on  information 
available  to  the  public.  Hansen  sent  copies  of 
the  letter  to  several  newspapers,  including 
Vie  Wall  Street  Journal,  The  San  Jose  Mer- 
cury, The  Oakland  Tribune  and  The  Daily  Cal- 
if or  nian. 

On  September  14th,  the  Daily  Cal  published 
an  article  about  Hansen  and  the  letter  he  had 
written  to  Senator  Percy.  The  article  did  not 
describe  the  contents  of  the  Itter  or  quote 
from  it.  The  next  day,  the  Justice  Department 
asked  federal  judge  Robert  Shnake  for  an  or- 
der prohibited  the  Daily  Cal  from  publishing 
Hansen's  letter.  It  cited  the  same  potential.cat- 
astrophes  it  had  invoked  against  the  Morland 
article  -  -  nuclear  weaponry  would  be  available 
to  non-nuclear  nations  and  terrorist  groups, 
the  SALT  talks  would  be  endangered.  It  also 
denied  that  the  information  was  available  to 
the  public,  even  though  Hansen's  letter  listed 
the  public  sources  for  his  information.  Undis- 
turbed, Judge  Schnake  fell  into  line  behind 
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the  parade  of  horribles  and  issued  a  restrain- 
ing order. 

On  September  16,  the  dam  burst.  The 
Madison  Press  Connection  printed  a  special 
Sunday  edition  on  the  controversy,  with  sev- 
eral articles  and  the  full  text  of  Hansen's  let- 
ter to  Percy.  Even  the  Justice  Department 
could  no  longer  claim  that  there  was  a  "secret." 
The  next  day,  it  asked  Judge  Schnake  to  lift 
the  restraining  order  against  the  Daily  Cal  and 
announced  that  ir  was  dropping  its  cases  against 
the  Progressive  and  Daily  Cal 

The  Administration's  extraordinary  actions 
against  the  Progressive  and  Daily  Cal  raise  an 
issue  no  less  explosive,  so  to  speak,  than  the 
subject  of  the  publications:  can  the  govern- 
ment justify  censorship  of  the  press  simply  by 
claiming  that  national  security  is  at  issue?  Since 
the  Pentagon  Papers  case  in  1971,  it  was  gener- 
ally believed  that  the  answer  was  a  resounding 
"no."  In  that  case,  the  Nixon  Administration 
claimed  that  publication  of  an  exhaustive  study 
of  the  history  of  American  involvement  in 
Indochina  would  serious  jeopardize  national 
security.  In  that  case,  too,  the  government 
trotted  out  a  parade  of  horribles,  claiming 
that  publication  would  result  in  everything 
from  the  collapse  of  confidence  in  American 
foreign  policy  at  home  and  abroad  to  increased 
casualties  of  American  soldiers  in  the  rice  pad- 
dies of  Vietnam.  The  Supreme  Court,  however, 
said  that  censorship  of  the  press  was  so  serious 
a  matter  that  it  could  only  be  justified  if  the 
government  could  show  a  clear  and  immediate 
threat  to  national  security.  The  Nixon  Admini- 
stration failed  to  show  such  a  threat  and  the 
Court  refused  to  restrain  publication. 

In  the  recent  events,  the  Carter  Administra- 
tion has  done  no  better,  and  has  tarnished  itself 
badly  for  its  efforts.  In  both  the  Progressive 
and  Daily  Cal  cases,  the  government's  argu- 
ments were  filled  with  potentially  terrifying 
conclusions,  but  woefully  short  on  facts.  It  nev- 
er showed  with  any  specificity  how  the  publica- 
tions would  enganger  national  security,  and  it 
never  acknowledged  the  basic  fact  that  there 
was  no  H-bomb  "secret"  in  the  first  place.  It 
claimed  that  the  publications  would  violate 
provisions  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  which 
prohibit  communication  of  any  data  concern- 
ing the  "design,  manufacture  or  utilization  of 
atomic  weapons,"  and  which  provide  heavy 
criminal  penalties  for  violations.  Yet  it  never 
explained  why  the  Morland  article  and  Hansen 
letter  are  covered  by  the  Act,  but  lectures  at 
universities  by  professors,  press  releases  by  pol- 
iticians, and  personal  correspondence  by  re- 
search scientists  in  the  field  are  not.  The  Ad- 
ministration even  claimed  that  information  on 
atomic  weapons  is  "classified  at  birth,"  mean- 
ing that  it  is  automatically  classified  as  soon  as 
it  comes  into  existence,  either  in  a  computer 
printout  or  research  notes  or  even  doodling  on 
the  back  of  an  envelope,  without  the  govern- 
ment ever  reviewing  the  material  or  making  a 
determination  as  to  its  significance. 

The  Administration  may  have  learned  an 
important  lesson  from  these  events.  When  it 
requested  that  the  hearing  on  the  Progressive's 
appeal  of  the  restraining  order  be  closed  to 
the  public,  it  was  quickly  rebuffed  by  the 
federal  appeals  court.  After  the  Madison  Press 
Connection  published  the  Hanserj  letter,  it  lost 
no  time  in  dropping  cases  against  the  Progress- 
ive and  Daily  Cal  and  even  though  it  claimed 
that  publication  of  the  material  would  violate 
the  Atomic  Energy  Act,  it  has  not  brought 
criminal  charges  against  anyone  involved.  Hope- 
fully the  issue  will  not  surface  again.
